Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 6, and 7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not discloses or render obvious a process as called for in claim 4 in which 
butadiene is prepared from butane by a step of nonoxidatively catalytically autothermal 
dehydrogenatlon of butane and a step of oxidative catalytic dehydrogenation the 
product from the first step. The closest art of record - Adams (3,1 61 ,670) - discloses a 
process as discussed in the previous Office action. However, Adams does not conduct 
the first step autothermally and Adams does not feed oxygeneous components to the 
first step. The amendment of claim 4 also overcomes all of double-patenting rejections 
in the previous Office action.
